Gen. Hilliard desires 
my command to furnistha volunteer force to 
guard the camp. You are to detail from your 
command a volunteer foree to the extent of —— 
men, to report tome at the Van Buren street 
entrance to Camp De Molai, Monday. Aug. i6, 
at J2 o'clock m. The men will be rationed ut 
the camp. lLalsoheve the promise from the 
Adjutant-General that the men will be pald for 
the duty performed provided it is considered 
proper by the Governor and islawful. It mast 
be distinctly understood that they are to vyolun- 
teer thoir services. It will be remembered, 
Colonel, that itis our first duty to protect the 
property of the citizens of Chicago. By order

, THE ARCHES. 
A LOOK DOWN WABASH AVENUE, 

So much has been said and written about 
the Wabash avenne arches that that. thor- 
oughfare was yesterday the Mecca of thou- 
sands of people, bent upon beholding the 
elaborate decerations under which the 
knightly hosts will march to-morrow. Never 
in the history of Chicago have the prepara- 
tions for a'street parade equaled those now 
in progress, and the whirling, surging 
crowds of yesterday apparently appreciated 
this fact. They came to see, and it seemed 
as though. the whole city had turned out. 
From Twelfth street to Madison there was 
an endless throng of curious people, com- 
posed of every shade and variety of hu- 
manity. The sidewalks were efowded to 
that extent that foot-passengers pursued 
their walks with the utmost difficulty. The 
roadway was one continuous procession of 
vehicles, driving up and down the street, 
filled with men and women peering at the 
werkmen as they fastened their festoons of 
various colored paper and evergreen orna- 
nents to the gas-pipe stringers of the arches. 
Streetcar travel] from Madison street south 
was impeded at times, and that no serious 
accidenta occurred is miraculous. '

ie THE MMMORIAL ARCH, 

at the intersection of Adams street, although 
plain in design, attracted a great deal of at- 
tention.

The ef- 
fect, although rather funereal, suggests a 
tender regard for departed. Upon 
these monuments are painted in = smail, 
black letters the mames of deceased 
KnigAts Templar. As the procession ap 
proaches this arch every Knight will rev- 
erently uncover, his plumed head and reverse 
arms while passing beneath the arch. 

In decorating the arches south of Adams 
street great taste has been shown. Variety 
of color and harmonious biending’ of the 
decorations seem to have been the aim of the 
designer.

South of Thirteen h 
street the arches have not yet been 
trimmed, but workmen were engaged part 
of last night in perfect the designs, and 
all the arches, including the one at Twenty- 
first street, will be completed this evening. 

Nothing has been said of the ‘endlass ya- 
riety of Masonic emblems which lend such a 
harmonious finish to the various arches. 
Suffice to say that in every case the stringers 
and upright supports have been elaborately 
hung with these mystic symbols. “Templar 
Crosses’ perhaps © utnumber any other, yet 
there appears manging, endless orofwelan 
from each one of arches “ Teutonic 
Crosses,” the “ Red Cross of Constantine,” 
arid ** Maltese Crosses,” while hundreds of 
flags, banners, and streamers flutter in the 
breeze, 


STRBET DECORATIONS, 
THE GRAND PACIFIC. 

One of the most tastefully decorated bulld- 
ings in the city will be the Clark street front 
of the Grand Pacific Hotel, the work being 
done under the plans furnished by Mr. John 
Lb. Drake, and his by own workmen and deco- 
rators. The decorations are judiciously 
arranged, and tin perfect harmony. 
The central figure is over the main portico, 
and consists of the shield of the Grand En- 
campment done in ofl on canvas, the design 
being a Maltese cross in red bordered with 
gol&% surmounted with the crown and 
crossed swords,-—the cross charged with a 
quartered shield bearing the letters P. D. E. 
i’.,.—and. carrying wnderneath ‘the scroll- 
motto “Omnia Del Gloriam.” This device 
is flanked by large draped beauseants from 
the points of whose staffs depend ‘pernons 
in green fringed with gold tassels and 
charged with the passion cross in 


orange. On the sill of the _ third 
story rests the shield of the 


Grand Commandery of Iltinois, similarly 


draped in beauseants, being a passion cross 
done in red, with the golden rays radiating 
from the junction of the arms. Continuing 
the design upward isa@ huge passion cross 
running through the fifth and sixth floors, 
and bordered with delicate orange and white. 
Ou the pilasters supporting the mdin front 
are the coats of arms shroudedin pennons 
and banners of the Commanderies located in 
the hotel—viz. : Tancred No 4 
of Pittsburg; Oriental, No. -. <2 
Cleveland; Detroit, No: 1, of Detroit; 
liugh de Payens, No. 30, of Buffalo: Holy- 
rood, No. 3, of Cleveland; and Ascalon. No. 
16, St. Louis. On the north balcony of the 
parlor floor is a large cross and crown, while 
at the south end is the Templar’s cross, each 
design being handsomely framed in pennons 
and beauséants. From every window hang 
guidons of blue, black, white, and red, sym- 
bolical of the grand jurisdictions, while every 
available space is occupied with flags anc 
streamers, two American flags surmounting 
the whole design. Across the street hang 
the large banners of the Grand Command- 
eries of Pennsylvania and L[llinois, and of 
Orienta! Commandery, No. 12, of Cleveland, 
while from the flae-staff of the La Salle 
street frond floats the banner of the Grand 
Commandery of Texas, The Jackson street 
front is not decorated, . 
THE TREMONT HOUSE 

began yesterday to put on its garb for the 
Triennial. The design is neat and tasty. 
Upon the Lake street side there is an 
elaboration of black and white festoons. 
Over the entrance there are two mammoth 
flags of black and white cloth, each decorated 
with across. ‘There are flags hanging from 
every window. A large banner with the 
coatof arms of the National Commandery 
hangs over the entrance. Above this is a 
large Passion cross, an@abeove that a cross of 
Constantine.

The J. M. W. Jones Printing and Station- 
ery Company have eommenced to decorate 
their building. It will be pretty and tasty.

The Howland Block, corner of Monroe and 
Dearborn streets, has the pillars to the en- 
tranee entwined in black and white eloth 
and everereens. The portico overhead is 
hidden ina bed of shicids, heauseants. and 
festoons of evergreens ‘There are also a large 
lotof small flags, beauseants, and shields 
us@gl inthe decoration. The building at the 
nottheast corner of State and Monroe streets 
is decorated with illuminated escutcheons, 
shields, flags, and beauseants. The Clifton 
House, corner Monroe street and Wabash 
avenues, has flags flying from every window. 

STUDEBAKER BROTHERS, 
Nos. 151 and 153 Wabash avenue, have their 
front very tastefully decorated with shields, 
evergreens, ete., and in the.centre of 
the building is a very squatty Knight 
on a very squatty horse, looking’ much 
like Gambrinus on horseback, and under this 
the word ** Welevine.” The festoons fall in 
sraceful lines over the front of the building. 
(. L. Woodman, of 61 Washington street 
shows a huge keystone in black, white, and 
red over the entrances, emblazoned with a 
Maltese, Passion, and Constantine cross, with 
festoons of evergreens. Nos. 63 and 65 Wasb- 
incton street show a display of shields and 
green festoons. Hl. M. Kinsley, at 66 Wash- 
ington street, has the pillars at the entrance 
to the* building trimmed with black and red 
cloth and evergreens. There are shields and 
flags, all arranged so as to have a pretty ef- 
feet. John V. Ayer’s Sons, from their office 
in the Portland Block,on W ashington street, 
show a tasteful arrangement of shields, ban- 
ners, flags, and evergreen festoons.

THe act of the Connecticut Legislature 
requiring all railroad employés to be examined 
for color-biindness was passed March, 1880. It 
provides that the tests shall be prescribed by the 
Board of Health; and any person not possessing 
a certificate showing that he has passed @ suc- 
cessful egamination shall be liable to # fine of 
from $200 to $1,000. The Board of Health divided 
the employés into two classes, the first class in- 
cluding engineers, firemen, apd brakemen, and 
the second-classgall others, A man holding a 
second class certificate cannot work as engineer, 
fireman, or brakeman without passing a first- 
class examination. The test for color-blindness 
is described as follows: “ A lot of colored skeins 
of worsted are laid on atable. One large skein 
is taken up by the examiner, and the railroad 
man is ordered to pick out from the pile of 
skeins all shades of that color.” To test the 
visual power, the leading test ordered was one 
in which the person to be examined Is stationed 
twenty-five feet away from some letters and 
figures three-eighths of an inch long, and in 
turn close each eye and then correctly name 
as many of the letters or figures as the ex- 
aminer may callfor. It is these methods of 
testing that has caused all the trouble, ana for a 
modification of whith the railroad men are pe- 
titioning. Prof. William H. Carmalt, the re- 
nowned ophthalmist, of Yale College, and Dr. 
William T. Baoor, of Hartford, were appointed 
to make the examinations. They divided the 
State between them, Prof. Carmalt taking the 
southern portion, and consequently examining 
the employés of the New York & New Haven 
Railroad. The very firstday Prof. Carmak retyused 
to grant first-class certificates to two enginpers 
who had been in the employ of the Company many 
years, one of them hevingrun an engine twenty- 
eight years. The visual power of both was 
found to be defective. It was subsequently al- 
lewed that one of them, Engincer Bullard, could 
readily distinguish from the East Lyme draw- 
bridge signals a mile away, and, when tested by

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THE SILVER WAR. 

The latest form in which the war against 
silver is to be prosecuted is by a revival of the 
old shinplasters called fractional currency; 
and to this scheme it is understood the Treas- 
ury officials are lending their aid. The plan 
is to retire all the fractional silver and issue 
10, 25, and 50 cent notes; having retired all 
the fractional silver, then the war is to be 
renewed for the abolition of the silver dollar, 
until finally the currency is forced down to 
shinplasters and gold. 

The fact is, there are,just at this time 
approaching three hundred millions of gold 
coin in the United States locked up and not in 
circulation.. It Ys just as available, however, 
for all practical purposes, as if it were 
generally distributed. The gold coin is 
on deposit somewhere,—in banks, or in 
the Treasury, or in the mints,—subject to 
draft. A draft on the bank or a certificate of 
deposit from the Treasury is far more con- 
venient and entirely as efficacious for 
all purposes as the gold coin itself 
can be, and consequently these convenient 
forms of transfer are ‘generally resorted to, 
and the gold remains undisturbed in its 
place of deposit. There is a new change of 
ownership, by checks, drafts, or assignments 
of certificates, but no actual transfer of the 
gold, unless it be from one depository to 
another. Except in small transactions, the 
great bulk of the exchange of money js per- 
formed by drafts, bills of exchange, and 
assignments of certificates. Of all the busi- 
ness of the country, in large transactions, 
payments are made by bills and checks to 
the extentof 93 per cent, lenving but7 per 
cent of the business of the country to 
be performed by the aetual payment in coin 
and paper. 

Because there are three hundred millions 
of dollars of gold coin now on deposit in the 
banks, in the Treasury, and in other deposi- 
tories, it would be an insane idea to propose 
the abolition of gold coinage on the ground 
that the people do not want it, and 
that it is therefore a nuisance that 
ought to be abated, Yet that is just 
the idea that these same _. goldite 
people present in reference to silver dollars. 
There are some sixty millions of silver dol- 
lars on deposit in the Treasury, just as there 
are over a hundred millions of dollars of 
gold; there is but little silver in the banks, 
because the banks, in their endeavor to dis- 
credit silver, refuse to receive it on deposit; 
but the silver dollars in the Treasury are no 
more @ nuisance than are the same amount 
of dollars in gold. People can carry paper 
money more conveniently than they can gold 
or silver coins, and hence they prefer it to 
either kind of coin; but, to pay debts with, 
the gold or the coin can be transferred by 
check, bill of exchange, and by assignment 
of certificate with equal facility, and for this 
purpose the one kind of coin is as valuable 
and as convenient ag the other. 

The United States is the only Nation that 
deliberately discriminates against its own 
coin. Great Britain keeps in circulation 
$100,000,000 of silver coin; France has per- 
haps $800,000,000 of silver coin; Germany has 
several hundred millions of dollars of silver 
coin in circulation. All these countries are 
specie-paying, and they do not defeat the 
circulation of silver by the issue’ of small 
notes. The United States does this, and so 
long as paper dollars are in circulation sil- 
ver doliars will be put on deposit; and so 
long as paper dollars, quarters, and half-dol- 
lars are put in circulation it is hoped the sil- 
ver coins of those denominations will be 
driven from general use. The present idea 
is to educate the people by force to do with- 
out silver, and go back to the old disreputa- 
ble apology for money called fractional cur- 
rency. Fortunately, however, this business 
of the coinage does not rest with’ the discre- 
tion of the Treasury officials. It is governed 
by law, and there is no more danger of the 
abolition of silver money than there is of the 
retirement of the greenbackser the suspen- 
sion of goid coinage.

Resolved, That, if any legislation is necessary 
on the subject of color-blindness, we demand 
that the next Legislature inake such aiterations 
in Chap. #5 of the Public Acts of 1680 as will re- 
Guire only the examination of railroad employés 
by practical tests in the hands of practical men. 

These resolutions will, it is thought, satisfy 
the railrond men. As there were from 1,500 to 
2,000 votes depending on the issue yeither party 
could afford to ignore the request of the men; 
and its substantial justice seems to be generally 
admitted.

The event was altogether 
unexpected, as it was not known that the lady's 
health, though somewhat impaired by her ardu- 
ous professional labors, was in any way critical. 
In the death of Miss Neilson the dramatic stage 
suflers the loss of one of its brightest orna- 
ments. Born in Saragossa, Spain, in 185), of 
mixed Spanish ahd English parentage, she 
made her début at the age of 1, and 
by slow and legitimate degrees won her 
way in the profession, until at the age of 2,.when 
she paid her first visit to America, she had ob- 
tained recognition as ove of the leading actresses 
of the world, and at the time of her death was 
universally held to be the finest among iiving 
impe:sonators of the heroines of Shakspeare. 
Her last engagement in Chicago, occurring in 
December, 1879, was in all respects thé most 
successful of the many she had played in 
this city, where she was invarinbiy wel- 
comed by large and fashionable audi- 
ences.

THE TURKISH DRAMA. 

The progress of the great political drama 
in Southgastern Europe begins to grow in- 
teresting. Turkey has agreed, in a left- 
handed way, to make the cession to Moa- 
tenegro demanded in the collective note of 
the Powers, but the Grecian question is as 
far from settlement as ever, and meanwhile 
Greece is vigorduésly preparing for war. Bul- 
garia is making her preparations to resist the 
proposed cession of territory to Roumania, 
and Russia is concentrating troops in Bessa- 
rabia with a rapidity that looks like business. 
The National Council of the Albanian League 
has determined to throw off the last vestége 
of Turkish authority. A dispatch says: 


The League is not really an affair of Albanian 
nationality. The majority of the population in 
the vilayet of Kossovo isSlav. It is simplya re- 
volt of islam against the Ottomans. Its auton- 
omy is the autonomy of Mohammedan fanat- 
icism. Its commander, Ali of Gusinje, is a 
Siav. The Catholic Albanians there are treated 
like dogs. The revolt embraces Novi-Bazar, 
and can only force on a foreign occupation. The 
League knows the likelihood of this, and is hos- 
tile to dispatching troops to Novi-Bazar. The

The most important feature of the news, 
however, is the refusal of France to join the 
proposed naval demonstration of the Powers, 
or to take any steps with regard to the 
Grecian business except in the way of moral 
suasion, which would be about as available 
as wooden swords and paper guns. This 
action is all the more remarkable as France 
has been the champion of Greece. At the 
time of the Berlin Congress all the other 
Powers were opposed to making any conces- 
sions.to Greece, but France opened the dis- 
cussion of Greek interests, insisted on havy- 
ing them inserted in the treaty, and thus 
brought about the present complication. 
From that time to this France has been the 
special champion of the Greeks. As the 
‘London Times says:

POLITICAL. 


MAINE, 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 11.—Forty years ago 
in the Harrison campaign Maine gave the 
“impulse” (to use Thurlow Weed’s recent 
expression) to the National election by “ giv- 
ing full vent for Gov. Kent.” In view of the 
prospect that the majority for the Republican 
ticket is likely to be relatively modérate, it 
is well to recall the circumstance that the 
vote of '40, which gave such delight through- 
out the country, was a very close one,—the 
Democratic candidate for Governor (Jehn 

Fairfield) being defeated by avery narrow 
margin, Gov. Kent’s vote being only 67 in ex- 
cess of Mr. Fairfield’s. For twenty-three 
years the Democrats had full sway in the 
State (from 7850 to 1853), save in two years, 
"ST and °40, when Mr. Kent—who, by the way, 
was six times acandidate of his party for 
the Governorship—was chosen by the Whigs. 
Asthe news traveled Westward that Kent 
had beaten the Democracy, the song which 
began, “Maine went full bent for Gov. 
Kent,” became less mild, till it was finally 
sung, ** Maine went heli bent for Gov. Kent.” 
Gov. Kent was afterwards a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of the State; and he it was, 
likewise, who presented Gen. Taylor’s name 
to the National Oanvention. 

Judge Kent once teld me the story of the 
Convention. As coming from the extreme 
East, he was designated as the one .to bring 
the General before the delegates. He said 
this candidate and that was presented by 
those appointed 4o that duty in the stereo- 
typed way: “ In behalf of this State (naming 
the locality), | neminate, ete.” When Judge 
Kent’s turn came he arose and said: “In the 
behalf of the people of the United States I 
nominate Gen. Zachary Taylor!” This epi- 
sode brought down the house. 

lu the ivllowing year, ’41, the “Liberty” 
candidate received 1,662 votes for Governor, 
—tiis incident being a prophecy of the con- 
flict whiel already had enlisted the sympa- 
thies of a few of the Maine people. The 
following year, the * Liberty ” men cast over 
4,000 votes, and in “iS they mustered 12,000— 
an important eiciment in the election-returns. 

in?’S4 came the Know-Nothing furor. An- 
son P. Morrill was the candidate for Gov- 
ernor of that Order in °S5, and received a 
plurality over Samuel Welis, Democrat,—the 

Whigs casting 11,000 votes for Isaac Reed, 
afterward a Democratic chief. The follow- 
ing year, in the Fremont campaign, Mr. 
Hamlin. appeared as-the Republican candi- 
date for the Chief-Magistracy of the State, 
having forsaken his Democratic associations 
atter the Kansas-Nebraska imbroglio. His 
majority was nearly 20,000 in a State where 
the Democracy were wont to triumph annu- 
ally,—an indication of the deep feeling 
ainong the people on the subject of Slavery 
in the Territories. From thai time forward 
Republican majorities were large,—in the 
War-time the Democrats seeming to be per- 
manently disorganized. 

la 1566, Gen. J. L. Chamberlain was elected 
by about 25,000 majority, and was reéiected 
during three suceessive years,—the pre- 


ponderance of the Republicans — being 
assured, to all appearance, for an in- 
definit period. n 1875, however, 


Gov. Connar was almost defeated by Gen. 
Charles Roberts, of Bangor, now a member 
of the Board of Managers of the Soldiers’ 
Homes,—the Republican majority being but 
400. In that year the Greenbackers were 
in the field for the first time, a few hundred 
votes being placed to their credit in the re 
turns. Three years subsequently—in 1878— 
they were in large force, and with the Demo- 
crats succeeded in outnumbering the Repub- 
licans, who, it will be remembered, were 
forced to choose between Garceion, Demo- 
crat, and Smith, Greenbacker, when the 
Legislature convened. The Republican Sen- 
ate hadapreference for the Hard-Money 
Democrat; and Garcelon, with all the suc- 
ceeding woes, was inflicted upon the State. 
The vote of 1#79 is fresh in the memory of 
these who are interested in volitical statis- 
tics,—the popular vote leaving the Kepublic- 
ans ina minority, while the Legislature as 
elected was in theirfavor. Then came the 
brazen age, and the impudent “count-out,” 
and the conclusion, so triumphant, when the 
Republicans regained their rights without 
shooting a solitary Fusiorist. 

On the 13th of September—in a few weeks 
only—the people here are to pass judgment 
on the acts of the Fusionists, who—to tell 
the lamentable truth—are almost whanimous 
in defending the “count-out” and all it im- 
plied. If sobe, the Republicans only suc- 
cess In reviving the days of °, when sixty- 
seven votes on the right side, ina State 
Democratic for vears, set the Whig party on 
fire,—if buta minute majority be theirs, it 
clears the way for November, and a strong 
majority for Garfield’ The Presidential fight 
in Maine is to be settled in September. he 
reélection of Gov. Davis means that the seven 
Electoral votes of Maine will be certainly 
riven to the Republican candidate. Remem- 
bering the odds,—that all classes of Demo- 
crats and Greenbackers are united in the Fu- 
sion organization: that an actual majority 
was cast against the Republicans a year ago; 
that, with criminal determination to be 
‘‘ vindicated,”’ the fight is waged by the op- 
position—all these things being in mind, Jet 
our friends in other States welcomea small 
majority in Maine, under the circumstances, 
as a great gain and victory.

MASSACHUSETTS.

MASONRY AND RELIGION. 

' HE REV. N. F. RAVLIN 
preached a sermon in the Ogden Avenue 
Baptist Church, No. 431 Ogden avenue, last 
evening upon “Masonry and Religion; the 
False and the True.” There was but 4 
small audience, and Mr. Raviin stated that he 
regretted that he had not engaged MeVick- 
er’s Theatre or Farwell-Hali in which to de- 
liver his discourse, as did also a number of 
his Masonic brethren, as the excitement was 
al! down-town, and there were all the people. 

The reverend gentleman took for his text 


the following passage of Scripture: 

Jesus saith unto ber, I am the Resurrection 
and the Life. He that believeth in Me, thougn 
he were dead, yet shali he live.—Jo/n, tr., 25. 

The speaker commedced his discourse by 
saying that it bad been said that “one-half 
of the world did not know how the other 
half lived.” He might.add that one-half of 
the world did not know who the other h 
were, or what they'did. The world seem 
to w® made up of sectarian differ- 
ences; but many of these ‘differences, the 
speaker thought, if properly uuderstood, 
would prove to be nearer alike than at first 
supposed to be. There had always been op- 
ponents to Masonry among Christians, but 
there. would not be so much opposition 
were there not so many differences between 
secis of religion themselves. 

Many had said that Masonry was contrary 
to the principles of religion, because nowhere 
in their services was the name of Christ men- 
tioned. But the speaker thought that if 
anybody was to take a walk down town they 
could not go a block without beholding em- 
blems and symbolic signs—if they could un- 
jerstand symbols—that would not explain 
sloquently that the principles of the Order 
were based upon Christ. Who could look 
upon the Passion Cross, illustrating the 
agony and the crown of reward, without 
recognizing in it an emblem of Christ ? 

No one could pass through the first de- 
grees of Masonry without recognizing Christ 
and His tenefs in all the doctrines ex- 
pounded. Masonry was first organized to 
deliver Palestine, and there was nothing 
about the teachings that would suggest anti- 
Christ or pre-Judaism. ‘The speaker be- 
lievedin Christ, and he knew there was 
nothing in the teachings of Masonry that did 
aot conform to the teachings of Christ. 

Suppose an organization was formed which 
shouid stipulate that none but men of a high 
order should become members? Suppose 
there were churches of all denominations, 
each. professing nothing but what 
was pure and godly? Then suppose 
biack sheep got in among the flocks; bad 
men mingled with them, or members fell 
from grace and the high standing in which 
they had hitherto beeu looked upon,—would 
this be any reason for condemning the whole 
of the organizations? The speaker thought

‘Lhatthere were bad men to be found in 
Masoury he would not attempt to deny; in- 
deed, he would admit thai the worst eneinies 
of Masonry consisted of the dissensions 
which were to be found in itself. Buta 
Chureh should first wash its own hands be- 
fore it reflected upon the actions or conduct 
of a neighboring organization. 

if a an succeeded in getting admitted to 
Masonry, and put on his regalia, and his em- 
blems, and his owen and walked forth 
among men and did evil, the jewels and the 
emblems were not defiled, any more than 
the Church would be defiled because a mem- 
per fell from grace. 

Masonry was organized for the purpose of 
Duilding up the principles of truih and the 
noblest elements in the universe among man.- 
kiad. There was really nothing different be- 
tween Masonry and religion or 
The former was the advocate the ex- 
pounder of the latter. 

The speaker had been preaching for thirty 

rs before he knew that he was preaching 

e principles of Knighthood. He preached 
the same principles now that he did then, 
only now he preached Knightly doctrines 
gnderstandingly, and he would say truthful- 
ly to iis hearers that to-day there was really 
not so much difference between the Baptist 
doctrine and the Masonic doctrine as there 
was between the Baptist doctrine and the 
doctrine.of almost any other religious sect. 

The speaker had chosen his subject for 
that evening heranse he had many Christian 
friends aoe ae think it strange for him, 
a baptist preacher, to take part in the demon- 
strations of the Masons, for this he intended 
todo during the coming week. He desired 
to explain that Masonry was a religious 
organization, and for his part he was ready 
at all Limes to join any organization that had 
for its object the championship of Jesus 
Christ. There might be another Crusade in 
the near future, and he would not be sur- 
prised if the next Crusade would be toward 
Jerusalem. He fully believed that the time 
was not far distaut when Palestine would be 
free. It was for this purpose that Knight 
Templary was organized hundreds of years 
ago. ‘The organization had been growing 
aud spreading inereasingly during all these 
long decades and centuries until the band 
was mighty and strong, and when the time 
came the vast army would sweep like a 
e surface of the earth. 

The speaker wished to correct one error 
that was ‘very prevalent among people re- 
garding the obligations of Masonry. Many 
supposed that members were sworn to stand 
by one another, right or wrong. ‘This was a 
serious mistake, for it was never so. Indeed, 
he could hardly see how anybody who knew 
him personally would think that he could 
take such an oath The moment a 
member went astray and did 
wrong, that moment he was 
outside of Masonry, and was entitled to no 
support from Masons. It had been said, also, 
that men joined Masonic lodges for the pur 
—— of assisting them in their business by 

influence of the members. This might 
be true, as it was true that doctors, lawyers, 
amd business nen joined churches for the ac- 
knowledged purpose of securing patronage 
from the members. It was iinpossibie to 
keep any religious’ or pene organiza- 
tion free from this sort of element. ut he 
had never known Masons to stand up for a 
inember if he was in the wrong. In fact, he 
did not think thata man even improved his 
chances politically by being a Mason, tor he 
had known the bitterest kinds of strifes to 
exist in a lodge where two men, one a Dem- 
ocrat and the other a Republican, were as-

RUSSIAN RELIGION. 
LECTURE BY PROF. Kk. H. MATHER. 

A very interesting discourse, lecture 
rather would be the more accurate term, was 
delivered last evening by Prof. R. H. Mather, 
of Amberst, in the Second Presbyterian 
Church, corner of Twentieth street and 
Michigan avenue, the subject bemg “A 
Sabbath in Russia,”

indomitable will of Peter the Great and his 
successors than the foundation of St. Peters- 
burg on such a site.

of those immense ‘granit columns 
each feet in circumference. 
The outside of the dome was copper overlaid 
with gold. Fourteen bushels of Bape mee 
were melted down to gild it, at order of 
the late Emperor Nicholas, and no one who 
had never seen it would have any adequate 
idea of itsdazzling splendor. Its gleamcould 
be seen like a star twenty miles off on the 
Gulf of Finland, when the traveler approached 
the city- Inside the church the contrast 
to a Catholic cathedral was quite marked. 
There were no large pictures, no side chap- 
els, no altars or confessional stalls with 
sleek-faced priests giving absolution for sins. 
All was simple, solemn, grand, making its 
impression by its vastness the richness 
of its materials, rather than by elaboration of 
Floors and walls, columns and inner 
domes, were all of polished porphyry and mar- 
ble. The eastern arm of cross answered 
to the chancel, and it was shut off from the 
great audience-room by a wall or screen 
called the * [konostast.”” Behind the screen 
was the Holy of MHolies of the Greek 
Yhurch the place of the priests, 
into which aceenesy no woman, not 
even the Empress, might enter. A small 
piece of silver, however, judiciously ex- 
pended, had been known to procure admit- 
tance for an American lady. Behind the 
screen also was an altar, or throne, called 
the “‘ Prestol,”’ surmounted by a rich canopy, 
and resting on a carpet which could be 
ressed by none but a priestly foot. The 
Presto! of St. lsaac’s was of malachite and 
lapis lazuli, and cost over $1,000,000, 

Che chureh service was very impressive, 
though conspicuous for the absence of any 
instrumental music, but it was performed 
inthe oki Slavonic language, intelli- 
gible to but few, and was. only 
a. splendid sham and mummery. 
An examination of statistics showed that all 
the churches of every denomination in all 
New England and New York together cost 
less than the single Church of St. Isaac’s. It 
cost $40,000,000, or, retkoning the dilference 
between American and Russian labor, etc., 
fully, $60,000,000 in American gold coin. The 
Capital at Washingten cost about $12,000,000, 
or about one-quarter as much as St. lsaac’s. 
The Grand Pacific Railway only cost, ail 
completed and equipped, $50,000,000, shu wing 
that it cost less to span a continent than 
builda church. The Church of St. Peter’s 
and St. Paul, in the oldest part of 
the city, was conspicuous for its 
slender gilded spire, and interesting as 
containing the severely simple and chaste 
toombs of Peter the Great and all his lLin- 
perial successors. The great cathedral 
of Kazan owas remarkable for  hay- 
ing its Ikonostast, pillars, door-posts, 
arches, and - beams all of pure silver 
procured by the Cossacks in 1512 an 
1814. All the churches, too, are conspicuous 
for the amount and value of the jewels they 
contained given as a pious memorial 
by relatives of deceased persons. The 
Greek Church differed considerably 
from the Catholic. Preaching was con- 
sidered -unnecessary, and the ar- 
rangements for religious instruction were 
very imperfect, and yet, though the Russians 
had no knowledge of the Bible, they pos- 
sessed the oldest and most valuable manu- 
script copy of the Scriptures in the world— 
the Sinaitic codex, brought from Palestine by 
Prof. Tischendorif and deposited in the Im- 
perial Library at St. Petersburg in the pos- 
session of the Czar, as the protector of the 
Greek Church. It was to be hoped that the 
possession of that precious book would de- 
velop in the Czar and hfs people an interest 
in the Word of God and lead them to break 
up their cumbrous system of formalism, and 
bring them back to the simple faith and life 
of the Master. 


LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 
ELDER JOSEPH SMITH, 

of the Church of the Latter-Day Saints, 
preached yesterday morning in Castle Hall, 
No. 619 West Lake street. The congrega- 
tion was not large, but the services were sim- 
ple and interesting. He took his text from 
the first chapter of Mark, taking the whole 
as a guide. 

He commenced by saying that, as there was 
so much difference among men, there should 
be some middle ground upon which all men 
could stand and come together in religious 
belief, The question of a man’s duty and 
religion and the hereafter was of the gravest 
character, and should receive his seaj- 
ous attention. Sensational effects were 
being used in religion to _ attract 
men’s attention, and to make them halt and 
eall them to prepare for the millennium which 
was tocume. He held that there was more 


to be done to redeem man from the thrall- 
dom of sin than that. The sensational re 
ligion was either most enticing or alarming 
ai the outside, and the enthusiasm created 
soon died out.. Thinking men hoped to see 
the solidity of religion left standing, and the 
lightness and dazzling character soon done 
away with. He |Smith]) had tried to confine 
himself.to these ideas, by which an individual 
could be found somewhere near the truth. 
St. Paul by his preaching endeavored to save 
men, and when he could not succeed in that 
way he endeavored to reveal God. 

_‘Lhe speaker discussed somewhat other re- 
ligious sects, and held that in some of them 
there would be found more or less.of the 
truth, but that any one system contained it 
all there was very much doubt. He did not 
pretend to say that even his own Church con- 
tained all of the great truth. Christ was the 
only bearer of the whole truth. But each 
individual could obey the spirit of God and 
be ultimately led into the whole truth. But 
they were not in that condition to-day. They 
were seekers of the truth, and if they found 
one truth the soul would be thus led on from 
truth to truth, and be made a fit heir to the 
throne of God. All truths were plain 
and simple when they were discovy- 
ered. it was so with some of the 
most useful machinery which had been dis- 
covered and invented, and people wondered 
why the invention was not made before, be- 
cause it was so simple. God had said that 
there was work to do, and that He had sent 
amessenger before Him to pave the way. 
The messenger was Jolin the Baptist. There 
were some strange things there, but they 
were easily explained to the seeker after the 
truth. . He held that John the Baptist was 
the messenger referred to by Mark. This 
messenger was to pave the way of the Lord 
and make the path straight. He had per- 
formed the message upon which he had been 
sert or he would have been discharged 
from his trust. John was an austere 
man, and when he came he declared 
what he believed to be truth. He baptized 
with water, but Christ, who followed, bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost.

HORRIBLE BRUTALITY. 

Dispatch to Cinctnnatt Eneuirer. 
Wasnineton, Ind., Aug. 11.—A horrible 
case of. brutality was developed in this coun- 
ty to-day.

WISCONSIN. 


The Asylum Investigation at “Iadison. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribug. 

Mapison, Wis., Aug. 15.—Dr. Clark’Gapen, 
a prominent physician of this city, who was 
assistant physician of the Hospital for the 
Insane for three years, was before the Inves- 
tigating Committee last night. He testified 
that Superintendent Boughton visited the 
wards with him about once a week. 
Such visits would enable him to ascertain 
the condition of the wards but not of the 
patients, as they were made Sunday morn- 
ing after the patients had gone out fora 
walk or were in the grove. During the years 
1877 and 1878 there was a _ severe epi- 
demiec,— malaria, typho-malarial, and 
fevers. JBelleving it» to be 
caused by the waiter supply, he 
made, in conjunction with Dr. De Hart, a 
microscopic and chemical analysis of the 
water, which was found to contain a large 
amount of organic matter which came from 
Lake Mendota, the end of the pipe being 
about 700 feet from the shore and 800 feet from 
the mouth of the Asylum sewer, which dis- 
charged 2,000 barrels daily into the lake, and 
midway between the sewer and the disaharge 
of alarge marsh. He then made an exami- 
nation some 1,300 feet from the end of the 
pipe where it was proposed to extend the 
pipe to, and where it has since been placed, 
which was as bad as 700 feet fromshore. He 
informed the Superintendent of the impuri- 
ty of the water, also the physician, Dr. Bar- 
rows, of Janesville, but nothing has been 
done to purify the water supply, although 
an excellent artesian well, with water ex- 
actly like the famous Capitol artesian weil, 
was onthe grounds, which had furnished 
water to the Asylum for thirteen years prior 
to putting the pumping apparatus into the 
lake. Dr. Galpin is strongly of the opinion 
that much of the sickness atthe Asylum is 
caused by the impure water supply.

Ten Thousand Square Miles of 
Coal under Ground. 


And Nearly Ten Thousand Square 
Miles of Corn on Top. 


A Numerous” Railroad That Runs 
from Everywhere to Everywhere. 


To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cnicaco, Aug. 12.—Take the map and 
draw a line eastward from Rock Island, 
through the southern part of Whitesides and 
Lee Counties, to Wilmington, in Will Coun- 
ty; thence southwest to Bloomington; 
thence west to. the west line of McDon- 
ough County; thence north to the west line of 
Mercer County; and thence northeastwardly 
to Rock Island—and you have described 
very nearly the boundaries of an oval-shaped 


some special features in its resources not to 


be found in the same proportion outside those 
limits on any other considerable area any- 


where in the world. 

Everywhere, in all this great tract of just 
about ten thousand square miles,at the depth 
of from twenty to sixty feet, there isa bed of 
bituminous coal from five to six feet in thick- 
ness: and in this field there are now in op- 
eration ove: 300 coal-mines. There are, of 
course, other valuable coal-mines in various 
other parts of the State,—as at Danville and 
at Belleville, each about, 100 miles distant 
from the line desecribed,—but nowhere else in 
the world is there so large and so accessible 
a body of coal. Draw another crooked 
line from southwest corner 
of Fulton County through the City of 
springfield, and up to Lincoln, in Logan 
County, and you have traced about the 
course of another lot of operating mines, 
which form the tail to this great Q. Every- 
where north of the line first described, the 
coal disappears; and, everywhere south and 
goutheast of “The Q Country,” the coal 
either thins out, or grows deeper, until, at 
the distance of 100 miles, it bécomes avail- 
able again in the smaller districts before 
mentioned. 

But coal is not the only peculiarity of this 
great district. From Chicago through Gales- 
burg to Rock Island, or Burlington, or 
Beardstown, or Peoria, is one vast corn- 
ficld,—I do hot mean merely land that is 
avatiable tor corn, but of corn DoW growing. 
You may ride by rail for 500 miles through 
this district,—as 1 have in the last week,— 
and not see half-a-dozen fields of wheat, and 
indeed scareely of any other kind of stnall 
grain.. Corn—corn—corn on certainly more 
than half of the thousand square miles of 
territory; and everywhere it looks well. The 
farmers have been looking a little anxiously 
at the brazen sky and the dusty roads; 
but the corn doesn’t seem to care a 
continental; it waves its long green leaves, 
glistening in the sun, apparently as fresh as 
they were in June; and everywhere 
heavy ears—four or five of them on a stalk— 
are leaning out nearly horizontally, each 
with a tuft of very brown silk in its mouth, 
that indieates the ripening vrocess has be- 
gun. “Nothing but an unusually early 
frost can hurt the corn-crop now,” said a 
crop-wise man to me atGalesburg. “ We 
shall have the biggest crop of corn that ever 
grew out of doors.” Allof which argues 
well for the prosperity of Chicago and o 
General Government; because, by a

Canadian Salt—Canada Pacific Ball- 
way~—Consuiar Invoices. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SEAFORTH, Ont., Aug. 15.—Further evi- 
dence on the subject of Canadian salt was 
taken by the Ontario Agricultural Com- 
mission. 

Martin P. Hayes stated that:‘he had made a 
speciaity of the salt indusiry, having visited 
all the factories in England and several in 
the United States. Canadian salt was in 
every respect superior to English salt for 

uring meat. English salt derived its only 
ndvantage from its having been better dried. 
This defect in the Canadian salt could be 
easily overcome by the exercise of a littie 
more care on the part of the manufactur- 
ers. The largest pork-packers in the 
world—Piankinton & Armour, of Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and Kansas City—had used 
Canadian salt since 1873, and declared that 
they liked it betier than any other for sum- 
mer-curing, owing to its purity, and the 
rapidity of its action on the meat, although 
its price was higher than that of American 
salt. Of 1,500,000 hogs slaughtered in Chica- 
go this year, that fir slaughtered 700,000 


tified that he had used Canadian salt for four 
years with good results, No complaints had 
ever been made of meat cured with it. The 
only difiiculty he had ever had was, that it 
sumetuines produced a slimy appearance on 
the meat, which necessitated resalting; but 
it did not at all injure the meat. 

Thomas E. Hayes testified to the same ef- 
fect as other witnesses, as to the benefit of 
salt as a fertilizer. 

Kichard Rensforth, of the Stapleton Salt- 
Works, stated that Prof. Croft had analyzed 
factory-salt, and certified to its being as 
nearly pure as could be obtained, being 
alinos’ identical with the Ashton salt. 

Jolin Beattie, Mayor of Seaforth, gave his 
experiences of the use of Canadian salt in 
pork-packing. It was usually successful, 
though he had experienced the same diffi- 
oulty as other packers with green salt. 

Other witnesses were examined, several 
of them cheese manufacturers, who said that 
Canada salt, when properly made, was su- 
aed to English salt in the manufacture of 
cnecse,

How to Get There, and What Is 
to Be Seen en Route. 


Rip Van Winkle—James Watson 
Webb—The Catterskill Falls. |

CaTsKILL Mountain Hovse, August, 1880.— 
Can any more sudden transition be imagined 
than from the level monotonous prairie-coun- 
try to the rolling, mountain-peaked region of 
the Catskills? From this rocky ledge, 3,000 feet 
above tidewater, 10,000 square miles of the Val- 
ley of the Hudson—often called the American 
Rhine—expand beneath us. The silver thread 
of the river itself winds along its sinuous course 
as far as the eye can see, until it finally blends 
with the herizon. In the far morth rise the 
* Adirondack Hills; the Green Mountains and the 
Berkshire bound our view in the east; to the 
south, the Highlands. On a clearday we can 
even see distant Kearsarge raising his bald head 
from among his subservient brothers, rock- 
bound and bare, but a King among his fellows. 
Each visit tothis mountain-home reveals new 
beauties in the picture Nature has painted for 
man’s enjoyment. I question whether the scene 
is surpassed by that from any oter hight in 
this country. 
This has been 
AN UNUSALLY PROSPEROUS SEASON, 
even in this generally well-patronized region. 
Good times and the hot weather have filled the 
hotels, and it is now estimated that but few less 
than 35,000 summer-guests are sojourning 
in and about the Catskill region. Hotels 
and  boarding-houses are full, and 
the * sound of rejoicing is heard 
in the land.” I find but few Chicagoans here, 
although occasionally my search of hotel-regis- 
tershas been rewarded by discovering a strdy 
visitor from that celebrated summer-resoft. 
For fifty-seven years the old Mountain House 


has withstood the winter’s-storms and sheltered 
‘the thousands who have sought its hospitable 
walls during the warm months of the year. 
Aud, during its more thun half a century of ex- 
istence, it has been continuously under the con- 
trol of one man, C. L. Beach, who to-day owns as 
many acres of iand in this mountain-country as 
are covered by the City of New York.

QUAINT OLD VILLAGE OF CATSKILL, 
founded by some of the Dutch colonists in the 
early times of the Province, when Peter Stuyve- 
sant was Governor.

“Spread the Light Club.” This Club is one 
ef many similar organizations which have 
peen formed in this country since the recent 
visit of Mr. Parnell, its object being. to ‘dis- 
ate literature in the shape of newspa- 

pers and pamphiets among the Lrish people 
at home and abroad, advocating the cause of 
the tenant-farmer, and opposing the grasping 
tyranny of the landlord interest. ‘Their prin-

Light’ >elubs. in response te the invitation of 
the Stock-\ ards Cc lub, Mr. Davitt appeared 
jast evening, the subject of his leeture be- 
ing “ Landiords and Landless.” ‘The audi- 
ence Was mainly composed of hard-handed 
sons of toil, with here and there a sprinkling 
of the fairer sex. Their demeanor was very

| HEARTY BURSTS OF APPLAUSE. 

The weeting having been called to order 
by the Chairman of the Spread the Light 
Club, Mr. Michael Ryan was nominated to 
preside, and briefly explained the objects of 
Club. He stated that only recently had the 
lrish people awakened to the knowledge that 
the land. was theirs, and that they ought to 
possess it, The ery which had been raised 
in Ireland within the last twelve 
months had found an echo in 
this country, and they were now 
endeavoring to raise funds forthe purpose 
of enlightening their countrymen on this 
question. The cause of Ireland was the cause 
of all the world; landterdism was just as 
objec ‘tionable in America as in Ireland. (Ap 


Mr. MeN ally, from the Stock-Yards. enter- 
tained the audience with a song, whereof the 
refrain was, “ Death to the tyrants: Our land 
must be free.’—a sentiment which called 
down thunders of applause, Receiving an 
enthusiastie eneore, Mr, MeNally responded 
with a curious piece of doggrel in praise of 
the Fenians. 

Mr. C. K. Ryan was nominated as Vice 
President of the meeting, and, on taki his 
place on the platform, expressed the one 
that no unworthy motives had interfered to 
prevent a larger attendance. 

Mr. Davitt was then introduced by the 
Chairman, and was greered-with loud ap 
plause. He began ‘by apologizing for the 
hoarseness under which he was laboring,—e 
hoarseness contracted by his  eéner-. 
getic denunciations of Irish Jlandlordism 
during the past week. After paying a 
tribute to the werk done by the Jrish Werid 
newspaper in opposition to Lrish landlord- 
ism, he said he did not subseribe to every- 
thing that appeared in its columns, because 
newspapers, like individuals, were faliible 
gud liable to err, So much had been said and 
written about Irish landlordism that there 
was nothing new te be uttered upon it. He 
feit his inability to present the Lrish case in 
its entirety to the American people; still, he 
hoped to obtain the moral assistance of the 
citizens ef this great Republic in the social 
emancipation of his countrymen. He ap 
peared here simply as an Lrish land-reformer, 
Without any purpose to ettack any institu- 
tion of this country, though many of his re- 
marks upon ‘the Irish land question would 
apply to the land question in Americaas well. 
This movement bad found some adverse 
rities in this ceuntry since the visit of Mr, 
Parnell, They had 

BEEN DENOUNCED AS COMMUNISTS, 
but he wished at the outset to repudiate the 
idea that they had any desire to institute a 
crusade against the principle of property in 
Amevica, Until within the last few years 
the Irish people had not generally ques- 
tioned the right of afew men to posgess the 
soil which had been created by God for the. 
enjoyment of the entire people. The land 
movement in Ireland in 1852 was not a move- 


- ment against landiordism, but simply sought 


to fix landlordism upon the country in con- 
sideration of certain concessions to the tillers 
of the soil. All that was then sought by 
Gavan, Duffy, and others was to secure fixity 
oftenure. The farmers of lreland were then 
invited to meetings where their pride and 
vanity were flattered by allusions to King 
Brian Born and other dead heroes, and were 
then recommended to go back to theit homes 
and pay their rack-rents as before. ‘The 
present mpvement, unlike that of 155°, had 
not its origin in party expediency or in 
heaven-sent leaders, but sprung from the 
people, and would be carried torward by the 
peers to ultimate suceess. They did not 
lrish people to look to 
Mr Parnell for everything. The Irish 
had depended too much upon individuals, and 
when the individual died or was impris soned, 
or was corrupted by the Government, his 
Inovement fell with him. Now, the Irish 
people must rely upon eternel principle, and | 
work out their own emancipation. [Ap 
plause.|} It was neeessary that the move- 
ment should live after the leaders bad fallen, 
and after the Government had wreaked its 
Vengeance upon them, or taken care of their 
followers, The present agiiation began 
eighteen months age in the County of Mayo.

PLATTDEUTSCH VEREIN. 


ITS GREAT FESTIVAL. 

The grand “Plattdeutsch” festival, under 
the auspices of the Low-German Society (Platt- 
deutsch Verein), was successfully inaugurated 
yesterday, and will continue throughout the 
week and until next Sunday night. OUgdea's 
Grove, where the festival is being held, re- 
sembled a German Fair, “Jahrmarkt.”” Booths 
of all sizes and descriptions hag been erected in 
every nook and corner, where people could get 
rid of their surplus cash in a very short space of 
time. Besides the innumerable beer and re- 
freshment stands there were a number of shoot- 
ing stands, fortune wheels, knife games, and all 
sorts of gambling and betting devices. There 
were also booths where one could purcbase 
jewelry, trinkets, notions, etc. In one tent the 
great “Jamboree,” or whatever he called hi:n- 
self, astonished the Low Germans with his great 
feat of drinking burning alcobol and eatiny fire 
just as if it was lager-beer and pretzels. 

Prof. Hans Robertus, * the prestidigitateur,' 
at another stand, scared the life outo) the wom- 
en and children by bis sleight-of-band perforin- 
ances. Another feature, and probably the one 
best patronized, was an original “ gy ~ i 
Polichinel-Kasten” (Punch and Judy), by Pref. 
John B. Bonfort. The performance was quite 
original, but not of a very moral character; 
yet the women and children seemed to enjoy 
it all the better. A bugiler in uniform 
had to march from show to show and “blow 
up” the customers. At tho music stand, which 
had been expressiy erected for this occasion, 
the Germania Orchestra, under the leadership 
of Prof. Vaas, discoursed both concert and 
dance music. Other novel features too numer- 
ous to mention for the amusement of the people 
were scattered over the ground. 

At about 4 o'clock the band played “ Amer- 
ica,”’ which was the signal of arriva! of 

MAYOR HARRISON, 


who was to make the reception speech. The 
Mayor was soou after escorted to the platform, 
and the band played, ** See the Conquering Hero 
Comes.” Mr. F. Waterholder, in a few weil 
chosen remarks, introduced to the expectant 
crowd Carter H. Harrison, Mayor of the entire 
city. 

Mayor Harrison commenced at once to take 
the wind out of the audience by informing them 
that he was a Low Deutscher this day, but re- 
gretted he was not well versed in the Low Ger- 
mun language. He could speak German, but of 
arather iow quality, which came under the de- 
nomination of “bad Dutch.” He therefore 
made use of his German only when be had to 
converse with Germans not well versed in the 
English language. He was giad to see them 
keep up the traditions of. Fatherland, and 
give themselves up the memory of 
home, where their cradles were rocked 
when babies. By keeping these traditions 
and cherishing those memories they would find 
themselves protected from ill-doing. There 
were 150,000 Germans in this great City of Chica- 
go, and one-third of these were Low Germans. 
[Great applause and cheers.} And right here he 
would say in their own language, “Jungs holt 
fast.” Hold fastto their memories of home; 
hold fast to the ladies by their sides and the 
babies in theirarms. [Great laughter.| He was 
proud of acknowledging that he was a sort of 
“Plattdeutscher”™ himself. His ancestors were 
Danes and they were half Piatitdeutsch. But 
he was Plattdeutsch still more on account of 
his English ancestors, who sprang from the Sax- 
ons. He had been shown a letter written to the 
President .of this Society by Bismarck 
himself. Bismarck had done this  be- 
cause he wanted to bring himself into 
sympathy with the masses of Germans in this 
country. The Low Germans were reliant and 
noble people. Arnim with hisarmy of Low (?) 
Germans commanded a halt to the victorious 
Romanus in the “Teutoburger Wald,” and to 
them Germany was indebted for its independ- 
ence. But they were now in America, and he 
knew they felt proud of calling themseives 
Americans.

Even Democratic Journals in 
That State Make Gloomy

VIRGINIA. 
THE DEMOCRACY ALL TORN UP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chteago Tribune, 

Wasnineoton, D.C., Aug. 15.—Representa- 
tive Jorgensen, of Virginia, who is here, 
brings very enthusiastic news as to Repub 
lican prospects iii that State. Mr. Jorgensen 
is so confident, indeed, that he predicts that 
Garfield will secure the Electoral vote of 
Virginia. Mr. Jorgensen’s confidence, 
moreover, is not to be ascribed fully to the 
zeal of the Republican party, inasmuch as a 
leading Democratic paper, in its issue of last 
Friday, is of the very same opinion. The 
Standard, of Abingdon, Va., a Democratic 
paper published in a Congressional district 
that has about 12,000 Democratic majority, 
an acknowledged respected and influential 
party organ, in its issue of Aug. 12, has this 
caption: 

““VERY BAD, BUT TRUE.” 

It says: 

Under the present situation of affairs in Vir- 
ginia, we are free to confess we see little pros- 
pect of Hancock and English carryimg the State, 
but op the contrary a fair probability that Gar- 
field and Arthur will doit. They will do it with 
any kind of a division in the Democratic ranks, 
whether it be in tavor of the Readjusters or 
Funders. For instance, take the whole vote 
of the State in the last election. It was, 
all told, 145,317. Of this by the official 
returns 23,397 were straight-out Republican 
votes, without regard to State politics; 61,34 of 
this full vote were for the Debt-Payers, and 
60.495 for the Readjusters. The June working 
majority in the Legislature was given the Re- 
adjusters by a fusion with the straight-out Ke- 
publicans. That no one will deny who has a 
particle of regard for the truth, It is estimated 
that 8,000 Republicans voted with the Debt-Pay- 
ers and as many again with the Readjusters,— 
16,000.. This would leave the Debt- Payers 53,34 
and the Keadjusters 44,475. Adding these 24,000 
Republicans to their own ticket gives them 47,- 
84, which puts. the threé¢ tickets in this light on 
a dangerous equality. The Republican vote for 
Hayes and Wheeler four years ago wes 96,000, 
These without the capitation tax. This tax, 
however, will interfere but little wlth the vote 
this year. “Work,” as the Republicans call it, 
has been ‘set apart for Virginia, which 
means that all the money necessary 
to carry the State will be given. The 
Republicans will not vote less than 90.000. 
In fact, they may Overreach the Hayes vote, for 
their chances elsewhere are novus fair as before, 
and they are compelled by circumstances to 
strike everywhere, anywhere, doep al hard. 
Secing the benefits of a free vote in Virginia, 
they will strike every point to poll their full vot- 
ing strength. Itis perfectly absurd, idiotic, te 
suppose the Republicans will vote with the 
Readjusters,when they see if they can cerry the 
State for Garfield this vear they stand a chance 
to carry it afterwards in the State elec- 
tions. The Democratic vote for Tilden and 
Hendricks was 139,000 in round numbers. 
Suppose the vote be nearly evenly divided be- 
tween the Readjusters and Debt-Payers? Con- 
ceding a full vote, whichisin nowise probable, 
neither would bave over ¥0.000; or, if either bas 
one-third of the full Democratic vote, it would 
only be 92,000, wiih 96,000 against it. tt is all too 
early to imagine thata Republican Committee, 
with millions of @Golfars at its command, will 
not donate enough-+to pay their party's poll-tax 
in Virginia, and itis equally as nonsensical to 
suppose the Readjuster Republicans will vote 
the Readjuster Democratic ticket, when their 
taxes are paid by Republicans. Already the Ke- 
publican delegates to the 9th cf July Convention 
are making Republican speeches and organizing 
Garfield Clubs. It is very bad, but true, that 
the indications at present are for Gartield and 
Arthyr carrying the Electoral vote of Virginia. 
Whilst we bear of none of the 61,000 Debt-Pay- 
ers who will vote the July ticket because they 
cannot without compromising their princtples, 
we do hear of hundreds of the 6,000 Read- 
justers who, besides the Kepublicans who will 
vote for Garfield, will vote the May ticket, because 
it is entirely void of State politics and does not 
in any way compremise their readjustment 
principles. Therefore, we put it in this way, 
* Very bad, but we believe it to be true.” Gar- 
fleld will lead the fleldin Virginia, the regular 
Democratic ticket next, and the kcadjuster 
ticket last.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 13—The Com 
mercial’s exposure of Mr. William H. En- 
glish as the “‘poor man’s friend” continues 
to be the leading subject of conversation here 
in political and ‘business circles.

The bare record, 
showing the number of foreclosures, is but 
an index to the heartless inhumanity of the 
man. The mortgages were all of what is 
known as the “cut-throat” kind. . For in- 
stance: Your correspondent finds a mort- 
gage given t© secure several promissory 
notes, with the condition that if at any time 
there was a failure to meet either the princi- 
pal or interest of any note when it became 
due, all the subsequent notes are also de- 
clared due on that account, and foreclosure 
on all provided for, with interest and attor- 
neys’ fees on eacn note; and the record 
shows that Mr. English was prompt to take 
advantage of all such conditions, whenever 
the property was worth “rakingin.”

Chicago Last Week. 


The Produce Markets Rather Active— 
Provisions Steadier, with Less 
. Doing. 


Corn Excitedly Higher, but Falls Back— 
Wheat Firmer—Oats Easier. 


FINANCIAL. 


. Chicago last week disbursed about half a miil- 
ion dollars a day in currency to the country. 
This the banks drew entireiy from their own 
supplies; as the Now York banks had no notes 
With Which to pay Chicago drafts. One bank 
drew $1,000,000 in gold from New York during 
the weck, and all will soon be sending gold to 
the interior and drawing it from New York. 
New York exchange sold during the week 
at $1001.25 per 1,000 discount between 
banks. There was very inttie borrowing, and 
rates remained quiet at 805 per cent on call and 
S447 percent on time. A good local business 
was done in securities. Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy 4s, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 7s and 
és, and Jacksonville Southeasterns were largely 
Cealtin. City and county bonds are scarce, 
with the exception of the 4'45, which sell steadlly 
atl4. New York Stock Eachange securities 
were bought and sold in considerable amounts. 
The tendency of Operaters for the week was to 
realize the profits of the ads that had been 
made, and there was a disposition among the 
most venturerome to scll short. 

Chicago bank clearings were £28,500,000 for the 
week azuinst $22,800,000 for the corresponding 
week of last year. 

* Are large imports of specie to be expected?” 
is the question asked by everybody interested in 
business or speculation. The Public says: 

Last year the quantity of breadstuffs ex- 
orted was unpreeedented, and bonds toa very 
arge amount were returned to this country in 

part payment. But for the movement of s8e- 
curities, the imports of specie would bave been 
much larger than it was. This year all United 

States bonds, and nearly all railway bonds 
jlarecly held abroad, command such high prices 
abroad that no return of them to this side fn 
large amounts can be expected. Merchandise im- 
ports are much larger, however, than they were 
at this time last year,and it is still uncertain 
whether exports of produce will be as large ait- 
er the markets of bhurope begin to draw sup- 
plies from European frain-fields. All catcula- 
tions, therefore, which are based upon the be- 
lief that from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000 in specie 
will come to this country during the fall from 
abroad are liable to be disappointed, although 
the specie imports may yet be pushed far be- 
yond reasonable present expectations by the 
failure of foreigu crops. One thing should be 
remembered, the money markets of Europe 
were overloaded with specie at this time last 
year, and the Bank of England especiaily, as we 
then noticed, was in such position as to encour- 
age rather than to hinder shipments of gold. 
The situation has changed. The specie held by 
the Bank of Engiand is nearly $45,000,000 less 
than it was one year ago, and meanwhile there 
bus been a great Increase in the activity of busi- 
ness. Exports may be stubbornly resisted this 
year, as they were not in 1879, and the Bank of 
England has great power over the market when 
it pleases to exert that power.

History of the Denver & Kio 
Grande Narrow-Gauge 
Railroad. 


Gen. Grant’s Visit to Leadville, and His 
Enthusiastic Reception There. 

The Mines—Reasous for Believing that There Is 
Ko Good Cause for Discouragement.

LEAPVILLE. Colo., Aug. 5.—The comple- 
tion of the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad to 
Leadville is the occasion of great rejoicing to 


the whole traveling public, and of uncounted 
benefits to the entire mercantile and mining 
community. We have here practically but 


one inaustry,—that of mining,—and all others 


are subsidiary to it. Our elevated position. 
with its consequent short sumuiers and cold 
nights, makes all agriculture impossible; so 
that we are dependent upon “the lower 
world” for all food-supplies, for nan and 
beast, and forall the other necessaries and 
comforts of life. 
season entirely cut off from the sources 
of supply; for, where there is a 
mand, and money to mect UL, 
mountain-passes hor winter snows and cold 
can long prevent the supply from meeting it; 
but the way has been hard and expensive. 
The entire supplies for this great camp had 


to 

COME OVER ONE ROAD, 
and that a narrow, rocky, and difficult one,— 
in places cut out of the steep mountain-sides, 


and so narrow that two teams could not pass | 
upon it. Over this the long trains of freight- | 


wagons, with six or eight mules each, had to 
move, bringing to Leadville coke, smelter- 
supplies, machinery, food, hay, grain, and all 


the necessaries of a great camp,—and meet- | 
ing return trains loaded with ore, bullion, | 


etc..—and were often delayed for hours in 
passing the obstructed points; while the dust 
of this almost rainless region, ground to in- 


palpable fineness by the crushing wiieels and } 


tramping feet, drifted in constant eddies 
and floated on the wind in clouds 
that were blinding and ternble. Perish- 
able freights were almost always seriously 
damaged by the joltings over the rocks; 
and the risks from this cause added greatly 
to the price of such articles to consumers. 
Through these struggling crowds of freight- 
ers, and enveloped by the eddying dust, the 
passenger-coaches had to make their way,— 
often unloading their inmates and climbing 
rocky and precipitous slopes to avoid the 
jams, which in the East would seem impos- 
sible. 

We remember the old Barlow & Sanderson 
siages With gratitude for having done all that 
was possible for comfort,—yet without re- 
gret at their withdrawal, for now we have 
the to our ears musical whistie of the loco- 
motive at our gates. 

THE DENVER & RIO GRANDE NARROW-GAUGE 
RAILROAD 
have given us what we have been so long 
waiting for, and to them our unmeasured 
thanks are given, As this is a purely Colo- 
rado road, and has proven a factor of the 
greatest importance to her development in 
the past, as of promise for her fu‘ure, 
a few historical notes may not be out of 
place here. This Company was organized 
and incorporated in October, 1870, by a few 
private citizens. of the State, possessing faith, 
enterprise, and means. ‘The wor) of grading 
was commenced in March, 1871, starting at 
Denver, and with the Rio Grande Kiver at 
Alamosa as the objective point. The grading 
was completed as far as Colorado Springs, 
which new, beautiful, and thriving city was 
organized by the same parties in October, 
1871, and the road was formally opened to 
business to that point in January, 1872. . 1 re- 
member having been in Denver about that 
time, and watching with curious interest its

About three miles from the 
village of Middlebury is the residence of Mr. 
Shockett, with a fine farm attached, where 
he has been accustomed to dispense the most 
generous hospitality. This property is now 
said to be incumvbered by a mortgage. 
It is thought by some that Shockett has be- 
taken himself to the City of Chicago, though 
the grounds for this are- not given, except 
that ie nay desire to operate in live stock at 
that point.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cricaeo, Aug. 14.—Much has been said in 
regard to the advantage or dcisadvaniage to 
the trade of making summer-packed pork 
regular, and perhaps it might not only be in- 
teresting, but a matter of information, to 
hear from that section of the country in which 
Chicago packers and dealers depend more 
than on all other sections combined for the 
actual consumptive demand for wess-pork, 
and this latter not only represents our views 
and knowledge of the matter, but is a reflex 
ot the views of the whole Southern trade. 
We are among the largest dealers in pork in 
the New Orleans market. On orders coming 
from there we scatter ii to all river and rat] 
points. We also, when our customers think 
pork cheap, buy largely for future delivery, 
with a view to receiving and shipping when 
delivered, and not to receive or pay dif- 
ferences, Should summer pork be made 
regular we would be obliged to 
ceive it, and our expericnce is, that 
pork taken out of an _ ice-house 
here, and distributed through the South in 
lois, to the small towns and plantations, and 
in the heated atmosphere which prevails 
there day and night, invariably spoils, and 
reclamations result, for which we have no 
recourse Whatever on the packer here. Fur- 
ther, it is well known that for several years 
past there has been a cousiderable stock of 
old ‘pork carried into the new season... Of 
this pork the South has taken almost every 
barrel, and prefers it, up to Jan. 12. rather 
than risk the new pork packed after Novy. | 
as even at that season of the year we regard 
the newly-packed as very risky to ship 
South; and if this be the case how much 
more objectionable will be that packed in 
summer ? 

Now, if the Board of Trade shall again 
make the attempt to pass summerpacked 
pork as reguiar on contracts, they will, if not 
entirely ruin their trade in this articie with 
the best and most constant customer they 
liave,—the South,—at least seriously crip- 
ple itand drive it to markets which make 
vnly winter pork. 

To many points in the North summer pork 
can be sent safely, but is nevertaken in pref- 
erence to winter in any market, and if in an 
isolated case it be wanted it can be had by 
special agreement. But by all means make 
nothing regular but winter, and preserve the 
well-earned reputation of Chicago mess-pork, 
and hold tight to yeur greatest consumer,

Murders and Suicides in Paris, 
Parisian, July 2. 

The last eight days have been prolific in hor- 
rors, ainong which murders and suicides are 
most Conspicuous, The suicidaliy inclined bave 
been more than usually ingenious—even for 
Parisians. In the tirat place we have the tragic 
story of a corset-maker in the Rue Greneta.

He therefore purchased a fire- 
cracker of formidabie dimensions, and with an 
amount of coolness worthy a better cause 
placed itin his mouth, and endeavored to blow 
his head off.

On 
Friday last, a woman, also weary of life, mount- 
ed into the gallery which encircies the interior of 
the cupola in the Panthéon, and from the dizzy 
bight plunged head foremost down among the 
worshiping throng before the altar.

‘The miserable man appexrs to be 
brutalized by a long and constant use of strung 
drink, and will probably be declared irresponsi- 
ble.

SHERWOOD AT EVANSTON. 

Mr. William H. Sherwood is now playing 
a series of recitals before Mr. W. 8. B.

The New York Times says: “Mr. Maple- 
son’s series of Italian opera performances in 
London terminated on July 24, and since 
Her Majesty’s Theatre was closed the mana- 
ger has been very busily employed in organ- 
izing his company and making other prepa- 
rations for the next American season. This 
he is determined shall eclipse in every 
respect all his previous efforts in this 
country.
